^ U.S. Attorney Stanford 0. Bardwell 
Jr. said federal authonties continued to 
examine evídence on two other suspects 
in the slaying. Those suspects were . 
being beid in New Orleans and Miami, ‘ 
while a fonrtb suspect remalned at 
large. ' 

At a press conferenoe Thursday, 
Bardwell said federal authonties here 
were woiiiing with city and state pohce ^ 
"to apprehend the gunmen who shot Seal ^ 
with automatic weapons shortly before 
he was scheduled to check Intő the 
Salvation Army Community Treatmeot 
Pmter on Airline Highway. 

. Seal ^was serving a six-roonth 
'sentence at the halfway house as part of 
,/a plea agreepient with federal

He said Seal repeatedly refused to. 
enter the program, wbich would have 
tltered hls flamboyant llfestvle. 

''My impresslon was that be found it 
too restrlctlve on hls movements and 
life style/' Bardwell said. “He had to 
maintaln a low profile and cbange his 
working habits, and I dönt think be was 
willing to do ^t.“' 

Bardwell said officlals became more 
alanned aboutSeal’ssaíety whenltwas 
leamed that reputed Colombian cocaine 
iraíflcker Jorge Ochoa would be 
extradited from Spain to the United 
States to face Indictmeots on drug 
chargeshere. 

Ochoa, described by law enforcement 
offjclals as one of the key mén behind. 
Colombia's most powerful cpcaine ring, 
is in prlson in Spain awaltlng 
extradltion to the United State and 
Colombia on separate charges. He is 
accused of shipping large quantitles of 
cocaine from Bolívia and Colombia and 
running cocái he>processing 

laboratones in Nicaragua. 

Seal was an importaot witness in that 
case and “at that time the Ukelihood of 
his being in daoger beighteoed.** 
Bardwell said. 


“The efforts on our part, I think, 
heightened the day of and (the day) 
precedlng the heanng,*' Bardwell said. 
‘“In OUT view the sentencing judge went 
above and beyond his role and authority. 
. in extending to Mr. Seal alternatíves 
that would ensure his protection.“ 

' U.S. Distrlct Judge FYank J. Polozola. 
c aentenced Seal to slx montbs ín the 
. halfway house and a flve'year 
suspended sentence. 

, Seal pleaded guilty to conspiraey to 
possess with the intent to disUibute 200 
kilograms of cocaine and one count of 
^ causing a financlal institution nőt to fiié 
a currency transacUon report wíth the, 
federal govemment. 

Other optlons considered by federal ^ 
autborlties included transferrlng blm to 
‘ the Northern Distrlct of Florida and the 
Eastem Distrlct of New York, ho said.

“We regret that incident,“ Bardwell 
said about the murder. “I revet it 
personally Tve known Mr. Seal stoce 
highschool.'* 

Bardwell said off iclals alsó had 
planned to get Information from Seal on

He said suspects in Seal’s murder 
could face federal charges of 
Qbstruction of justice and possibly 
vialatmg SeaTs civil rights. 

Bardwell acknowledged that federal 
oíficials in Florida advised Balon 
Rouge autborlties of the dangers of 
placTng Seal in the halfway house bút 
ealled aUegations that the sentence was 


aimed at setUng up Seal “hogwasb. 

“Seal was a convicted crimlnal," 
Bardwell said. “Thls was his tbird ' 
conviction. He deserved to be; 
prosecuted, and he deserved to baj 
sentenced. * ' f

Federal authorities béliévé that Mtguel Velez was one of 
two gunmen at tbe scene of the machlne-gun slaying of Adler 
“Barry" Seal» testlmony at Velez’s detentlon hearing 
indicates. 

FBI Special Agent Jerfy L. Phipps testifled Monday before 
U.S. Magiatrate John R. Countiss Ül in Jackson, Misa, that 
eyewitnesses to the sbooting provided a description of one of 
the gunmen that matcbed Velez's appearance later that 
evenlng 

Phipps testified alsó that Velez’s fingerprints matched 
íingerprints found in two cars identified as the getaway 
vehlcles. And Velez had a key to one of the cars when he was 
arrested, Phipps said. 

‘ Aaked If any of the flve other suspecta in the case had 
implicated Velez In the murder, Phipps' aquirmed 
uncomfortably in his seat fór a few seconds. 

When neither Phipps nor either attorney spoke, Countiss 
asked Phipps, *’Are you squlrming becauae ihat is part of an 
ongoing investígation^” ' 

Phipps hestitated, then said, yes. 

Countiss turnéd nezt to Assistant U.S. Attorney Nick 
Phillips and told hím when his witness begins squirming on the 
witness stand ihat should be his signal to object to the 
question. 

Countiss permitted Phillips’ objecUon and Phipps did nőt 
say whether or nőt any of tbe others had implicated Velez. 

Bút under questloning írom court-appointed defense 
attorney Bobby Snead, Phipps admitted that they have nőt 
matched fingerprints from a 45-caliber machine pistot or an 
Uzl 9mm parabellum pistol to Velez’s prints. The two
